DROP IN NEW-CAR 


| PRICES PREVENTS 
| LIVING COST RISE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) 
—The Government reported 
today that a decline in new | 
car prices kept total living 
costs from advancing in De- 
cember. 

The government index 
stayed in December at the 
same peak mark of 121.6 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average 
that was recorded for Novem- 
ber. This is 3.1 per cent high- 
er than a year earlier. The in- 
dex has risen in 14 of the last 
16 months. 

Lower prices for automobiles 
and apparel offset slight ad- 
vances for food and other 
goods and services in Decem- 
ber. 

New car prices declined 2.3 
per cent as dealers began 
granting larger discounts on 
1958 new cars. Used cars also 
declined 1.4 per cent. 


Cost of living in St. Louis 
last month was 2.9 per cent 
higher than in December 1956, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported at Chicago today. 

The price rises were repre- 
sented in all groups of com- 
and services. In- 
creases over a year ago in- 
cluded the following: food, 2.6 
per cent; housing, 2.6; apparel, 
1.1; transportation, 5; personal 
care, 7.6, and miscellane-

He attributed the situation | 
partly to “stubbornness on the | 


part of the separate agencies | 
in declining to take anyone 
else’s word” and partly to cer- 
tain laws requiring specific 
and separate clearances for 
certain research work. 

Some non-defense agencies 
require a full field classified 
investigation of visiting for- 
eign scientists who come to 
the United States to do un- 
classified (non-setret) work, he 
said, resulting in a six-month 
delay. 

On the Need to Know. 

Dr. Brode took issue with the 
current application of the 
“need to know” criterion as a 
qualification for access to in- 
formation. That is, a scientist 
not only must have security 
clearance but also must dem- 
onstrate that the information 
he seeks is needed in connec- 
tion with his work. 

“In science it is just not pos-

The witness, a chemist who 
now is president of the Amer- | 
ican Academy forthe Advance- | 
ment of Science, also called 
for Government support in ab- 
stracting and indexing the 
thousands of scientific articles 
published annually. | 

“With about half a million 
scientific articles published 
this year, it is just humanly 
impossible for a single intel- 
lect to cope with this amount | 
of information, which increases 
in size at more than 10 per 
cent additional every years,” 
Dr. Brode said. 


He told the subcommittee 
that a reasonably complete ab- 
stract and index service was 
provided only in the field of 
chemistry, through the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society's publi- 
cation, Chemical Abstracts. 

Serious Chemistry Lag. 

Even in chemistry, he went 
on, the task of indexing takes 
so long that there is a serious | 
lag. The index for the 1957 
abstracts will not be published

In one case, the, Courts of 
Appeals in Chicago said that 
Nashville Milk Co., an Illinois 
Corp. could not sue the senige' 
tion Co. which has a plant 
Morrison, Ill. Nashville charged 
that Carnation sold milk at un 
reasonably low prices to de- 
stroy competition. The Su- 
preme Court in this case 
agreed with the lower court 
because the violations alleged 
fell within section 3 of Robin- 
son-Patman. 

In the other case, the Court 
of Appeals in Denver said 
Frank Melvin Thompson, gro- 
cer of Albuquerque, N. M., 
could sue Safeway Stores, Inc., 
on allegations that Safeway 
sold items in Albuquerque at 
substantially lower prices than 
those charged in other cities in 
the state.

The Advisers Are Cautious 


The most striking thing about the President's 
economic report is its difference in tone from 
last week's budget message. In the message the 
President said “there are strong grounds to 
port my confidence that the expansion of 
economy will soon be resumed.” In the 
he says, most cautiously: “There are 
expecting that the decline in business 
need not be prolonged and that economic 
can be resumed without extended interruption.” 

The difference is more than a matter of lit- 
erary style. In order to arrive at a balanced 
budget for fiscal 1959, the President last week 
had to assume that tax receipts would be two 
billions greater than this year and 3.4 billions 
greater than last year. This could not happen 
unless the recession were well out of the way 
and business were booming again by the start of 
the new fiscal year on July 1. 

But the economic report makes no such as- 
sumption. It says the duration of the recession 
(or readjustment, whichever one calls it) is un- 
certain, and the Council of Economic Advisers 
which prepared the report evidently expects no 
upturn until late summer or fall, if then. 

Who is right, the Budget Bureau or the Ad- 
visers? Only the event can verify or disprove. 
But if the Government is going to have economic 
advisers, it either ought to pay some attention 
to their findings, or get new advisers. If they 
are right in expecting the slump to extend into 
late summer or fall, then it follows that the 
1959 budget is not going to be balanced, as the 
President claimed. And if that is true, then the 
question arises whether other assumptions under- 
lying the budget are sound. 

One of those assumptions is that, in order to 
maintain economic health, any increases in na- 
tional security expenditures must be largely off- 
set by decreases in civil programs. That might 
be tenable if by next July 1 business were back 
at its early 1957 levels and if a tightly balanced 
budget were needed to hold inflation in check. 
But if by next July the downturn has not reached 
bottom, as the advisers seem to expect, then 
it might be that more civil expenditures, not 
less, will be called for. : 

Congress will be in a better position to judge 
this matter as time goes on, and we hope it will 

do so with a stronger determination than the 
Budget Bureau shows to gear fiscal policy di- 
rectly to the nation’s economic needs. Whether 
the Government should decrease its outlays next 
year for urban renewal, water resource projects, 
flood control, rural electrification and similar 
civil expenditures ought to depend, not upon an 
emotional bias toward a balanced budget, but 
upon the need for economic stimulus at the time. 
The economic report suggests that the need may 
be greater than the budget message assumed. 
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A Special Juvenile Amendment 

Gov. Blair will, we hope, present an amend- 
ment to the new state juvenile code for action 
by the special session of the Legislature. The 
amendment would correct a defect which At- 
torney General Dalton says exists in the code. 
For lack of a definition of what constitutes 
juvenile delinquency, the attorney general says, 
no one can be prosecuted in Missouri under the 
new code for contributing to the delinquency of 
a minor. 

Consideration of this important item should 
neither complicate nor prolong the special ses- 
sion. Everyone, surely, is agreed on the need 
for remedying this omission in what is other- 
wise a progressive, humane and hopeful new 
code. The law should be explicit, and a very 
small amount of attention from the Legislature 
at the special session can make it so. 
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To Make Science More Useful 


A program for merging all the Government's 
civilian scientific functions under a new Cabinet 
member is being pushed by Senators McClellan 
of Arkansas and Humphrey of Minnesota. This 
may draw so much opposition that it is worth 
asking whether Congress should not devote its 
immediate efforts, instead, to rationalizing the 
Government's confused handling of scientific 
knowledge. 

To this end, Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner of the 
Brookhaven atomic laboratory has suggested the 
creation of a new commission which would de- 
cide what should be kept secret. He believes 
that 90 per cent of what is now so classified 
should be declassified. 

The scope of the proposed science department 
would be sweeping. It would have close connec- 
tions with virtually all other agencies; in some 
cases, perhaps, pre-determining their policies. 
Everything from atomic energy to scholarships 
and loans for students of sciencé would be with- 
in its jurisdiction. Perhaps this comes of using 
the word “science” in the singular, instead of in 
the plural as it should be. It exaggerates the 
interrelationship of the sciences. 

Surely a scientist working on hybrid corn 
could be more effective in the Department of 
Agriculture, close to the non-scientific aspects 
of his problem, than in a remote and independ- 
ent agency. 

Better correlation of some scientific activities 
is desirable. This probably can be achieved if 
the work of any one scientist is promptly com- 
municated to every other scientist. This is the 
objettive of Dr. Berkner’s proposal. He wants a 
responsible commission which would be in touch 
with all scientific work carried on by the Gov; 
ernment, Through the medium of reports to the 
President, it would keep the area of secrecy as 
narrow as possible. 

It would be independent and disinterested, 
having no axes to grind and no mistakes to 
cover up. The military, whose scientific endeav- 
ors currently are of the most urgent importance, 
would be within its jurisdiction. And the,com- 
mission would work on the principle that even 
in this area more may be gained by publication 
than by su 

Compared with the complexities of the Mc- 
Clellan-Humphrey proposals, Dr. Berkner’s sug- 
gestion is simple. It could be given effect with- 
out undue delay. Its results could be impres- 

sively helpful to the nation.

attitude toward East-West negotiations, followed 
this up with a National Press Club speech in 
which he urged international control of outer 
space. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson, chairman of the 
Senate Preparedness subcommittee, had added 
his voice with the suggestion that the Admin- 
istration invite the entire membership of the 
United Nations to co-operate in a vast effort to 
make outer space an outpost of peace. Speak- 
ing of the great challenge that outer space now 
offers, he described the opportunity as one of 
“adding a new dimension to freedom—and, with 
it, the very real prospect of reaching our goal , 
of total peace.” | 

Who can deny that the U.N. would indeed be 
the proper agency to co-ordinate the research, 
approve the program and supervise what un- 
doubtedly would be mankind’s biggest adven- 
ture? Perhaps the only denials would come 
from those so zealous, in the Soviet Union or in 
this country, that they feel a nationalistic vic- 
tory in outer space is imperative. 

Admittedly the Soviet Union, wtih its two 
Sputniks and its lead in long-range ballistic mis- 
siles, is well ahead of the United States in its 
first small victories on the fringe of outer space. 
But the United States, now aroused, is giving 
evidence of determination to make up for lost 
time. The Advance Research Projects Agency, 
now being set up by the Defense Department, 
means business. And Soviet Russia has its own 
example before it of what can be done when a 
nation feels compelled to speed up. That exam- 
ple is what Moscow achieved when it found 
itself lagging in atomic and hydrogen weapons. 

Moscow caught up in that competition, and 
since then the world has had to contemplate 
the horrors of an unwanted war that might well 
amount to suicide for the human race. The time 
is here to prevent a similar unregulated race 
into outer space. That could be a major step 
toward lasting peace. 
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Politics in January 

The Republican fund-raising dinners at which 
the President, Vice President and lesser dig- 
nitaries spoke Monday night were suitably po- 
litical, and hence not very inspiring except per- 
haps to the participants. January’s brave boasts 
at meetings like this have a way of vanishing 
before the chill blasts of November elections. 
At this date Republican boasts must be brave 
indeed to face down the Democrats’ prospects. 
Yet the surest thing about politics is that you 
never can tell. 

President Eisenhower properly warned against 
making peace and national security “a pawn in 
anyone’s political chess game.” It must be 
assumed that he was thinking of the opposition 
party and not of his top assistant, Sherman 
Adams, who was being about as political as he 
could get on the subject of peace and national 
security in another fund-raising speech. 

On the whole, Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
Johnson and most of his colleagues have done 
considerably better, so far, than Mr. Adams does 
in this respect. They have made the Adminis- 
tration accountable on these issues as on all 
other issues, and that is as it should be. They 
have done it—so far—without excessive par- 
tisanship. 

National security must be above party politics, 
but the Administration's record therein cannot 
be above critical examination. 
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A Quick Road to City Freeways 

The Aldermanic Traffic Committee’s report 
suggesting creation of rush-hour “freeways” on 
Market street and Twelfth-Gravois deserves sym- 
pathetic consideration within the City Adminis- 
tration. Side streets would be blocked off to 
form the “freeways,” and a separate lane at the 
curb would be reserved for busses. 

Substantial community gains could flow from 
properly utilizing this idea. Improved travel 
time possible on the “freeways” ought to attract 
to these arteries traffic that now seeks to short- 
cut through adjacent neighborhoods. Faster bus 
service that would be possible—Public Service 
Co. has estimated schedule speed4ups at from 
11 to 22 per cent—might persuade sormhe motor- 
ists of the wisdom and economy of leaving their 
automobiles at home and taking the bus. 

The advantages of the rush-hour freeway far 
outweigh dogmatic assertions like that by Alder- 
man Leisure that it is poor public policy for 
any street to be closed. It is poor policy not 
to close a street temporarily if by so doing the 
overriding community welfare is served. 

Traffic Commissioner Gonter is right in as- 
serting that the Ozark Expressway is the real 
answer to traffic problems on Gravois and in 
urging the Aldermen to approve the Ozark route 
through South St. Louis. But the Ozark will 
take time to build, and the community needs 
all possible traffic relief meanwhile.

Specialized technical skills are 
essential to our world but they 
must be based upon and supported 

by the liberal or 


humanizing skills.

gency programs a panacea. Sober re- 
flection should demonstrate that what 
is needed is neither a modification of 
fundamental American educational 
ideals, nor the mechanical production 
of more technical and scientific de- 
grees. 


‘A Program of Decades’ 


Instead the hour demands a re- 
affirmation of our faith in liberal 
education, together with an immense- 
ly greater emphasis upon the quality 


“and intellectual fiber of our education 


from the first grade through the grad- 
uate schools. 

It is a program of decades, not one 
which promises results tomorrow. It 
depends for its ultimate success upon 
getting a priority upon the education 
of the school and college teachers of 
tomorrow who are the guardians, or 
at least the guarantors, of the future 
of the Republic. 

Useful conferences between colleges 
and professional schools, on the one 
hand, and colleges and secondary 
schools, on the other, give promise of 
better correlation of education, of 
greater mutual understanding and co- 
operation, and of insistence upon 
higher standards of performance at 
all levels. The commission recom- 
mends that member colleges take the 
initiative in promoting such confer- 
ences. 


Mathematics and Language 


If educational standards in the 
country are no longer as demanding 
as they should be, the colleges them- 
selves must bear a share of the blame. 
Relaxation of requirements in the 
two great areas of mathematics and 
language has been a mistake. No man 
or woman can neglect either the lan- 
guage of numbers or the language 
of words. 

The great tradition of liberal arts 
colleges is one of combined concern 
for humanistic and scientific studies. 
All institutions have a heavy respon- 
sibility to assure breadth and balance 
in educat young men and women. 
colleges know far better 
than students do what will contribute 


each member college re-examine its 
entrance requirements, its course 
standards, and its degree require- 
ments to the end that the quality of 
education may be enhanced. With 
respect to entrance requirements the 
commission believes that a general 
stiffening of standards will be in the 
interests of all—the student, the 
school, the college, and the nation. 
It therefore recommends to member 
colleges certain minimal entrance re- 
quirements: four years of English, 
with emphasis upon grammar and 
composition; two years of a foreign 
language, two years of. mathematics, 
and one year of a laboratory science 
at the junior- or senior-year level. 
This is at best a temporary program. 


To Master the Basic Facts 


As a more adequate goal, to be at- 
tained as rapidly as possible, the 
commission recommends four years 
of English, four years of one foreign 
language, or two years each of two, 
four years of mathematics, and two 
years of laboratory sciences. In addi- 
tion each student should be grounded 
in history and geography. 

Such mastery of basic facts and 
tools would enable the college to 
raise the standards of its own courses. 
The commission's recommendation 
represents no desire to dictate to sec- 
ondary schools, but rather an effort 
to help them in clarifying essentials, 
a task which they have already begun. 

To give further emphasis to the im- 
portance of the problems of standards 
and articulation between the sec- 
ondary school and the college, the 
commission recommends that a new 
commission be created to be known as 
the Commission on Co-operation with 
Secondary Schools, which would make 
these matters its primary concern, just 
as the Commission on Professional and 
Graduate Study treats mutual prob- 
lems at the other end of the college 
course.

The new commission also might 
address itself to such knotty mat- 
ters as identification of talented sec- 
ondary students, the flood of mul- 
tiple applications, and administration 
of scholarships and other forms of fi- 
nancial aid.

All the old hatreds of World War II 
and some that lap over into the pres- 
ent day are raked up in this auto- 
biographical first novel by Mr. Gio- 
vannitti, a New Yorker with a bitter 
memory.

That Pea-Pickin’ 


Tennessee Ernie Conductor Gets Results He Wants as St. Louis Singers Prepare for Symphony Performance 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21. 
“MY HOME TOWN is a one-horse town put it’s big 
enough for me,” carolled Tennessee Ernie Ford at the 
opening of his show (on KSD-TV at 8:30 p.m. St. Louis 
time Thursday) a week or so ago. That’s not offly typical 
of all the songs he sings 
on that show but fairly 
expressive of the whole 
philosophy of the show. 
The show comes from 
Hollywood over NBC-TV; 
the living foom Ford 
is found in is a pretty 
lush and handsome bit of 
interior decoration; Ten- 
nessee Ernie’s suits and 
neckties and shirts are 
of the best cut; still, the 
jokes and the. dialogue 
and the atmosphere are 
right out the backwoods. 
I don’t know how he 
manages to get away 
with this contradiction 
but he does. I suppose 
if your name is Tennes- 
see Ernie and you sing 
songs called “Bless Yore 
Pea-Pickin’ Heart,” you 
don’t have to dress in 
denim pants and chew tobaccky. You just have to be- 
have as if you did wear denim pants and chew tobaccky 
oncet before you passed on to higher things. 


TENNESSEE ERNIE FORD...A 
STUDY IN CONTRADICTIONS. 


That I think is part of the charm to the 
average Joe—that someone from the pea patch 
(if Tennessee Ernie ever saw a pea patch) has risen 
to Hollywood and association with all the great 
names but still has not forgotten his old pals 
back in the pea patch and still talks a language 
they'll understand. At any rate, it’s a very power- 
ful personality, full of contradictions, not wun- 
mixed with intelligence and a sort of small boy 
charm. 


I find Tennessee Ernie a fascinating study because 
there have been almost no personalities to emerge this 
year of really commanding stature. Discounting cowboys 
(and I do discount cowboys), this has not been a year for 
personalities. : 


ALSO, in the last couple of years there has been 
a strange switch in the personality market from CBS to 
NBC, Ten years ago, when I thought of personalities, I 
thought of Jack Benny and Edward Murrow and Arthur 
Godfrey and such people—all of them CBS. They're still 
there buf they’re also the same personalities. Now, when 
I think in terms of personalities, the names that bob. most 
readily to the surface are Perry Como and Dinah Shore 
(who were respectively male and female Emmy winners 
in the personality line last year), Tennessee Ernie, Arlene 
Francis, Steve Allen, Jack Paar (who looks like the per- 
sonality of this year). They're all NBC personalities and 
what's more the last two were nurtured at CBS and drifted 
over to NBC. CBS doesn’t seem to be interested in de- 
veloping personalities any more and when they do develop 
them, the network turns them adrift to settle at NBC. 


To get back to Tennessee Ernie, his show 
opens with a big grin, a song about pea-pickin’ 
or my little ole town or some other mighty whole- 
some topic, and then settles down into a sit-down 
monologue and usually a pretty good one about 
the difficulties in getting a good haircut or how 
ornery kids are or some other homey topic. 


Then Ford trots out the guest star for a little sketch 
and right there I sometimes get a little restive. The cute- 
Just the other 
day, for instance, he had Vera Miles, a mighty pretty girl, 
Ford was supposed, on a bet, to do a 
love scene with her but, being a country boy, couldn't 
summon up the courage to kiss her. Well, if anyone 
could pull off this nonsense, it would be Ford but it 


was a little too much even for him. 


ANOTHER TIME, he &nd MacDonald Carey of the 
movies played like children with the pouts and the tan- 
trums and the sulks and again it was too cute for me or 
for anyone else. I have an idea this is the fault of the 
writers rather than of Ford. Apart from this excess of 
cuteness, I find the Ford half hour refreshing and almost 
the only thing of its kind on the air any more. 


Eleanor Roosevelt 
Streamlined Defense 


CHICAGO, Jan. 21. 

AN INTERESTING ARTICLE written by Capt. Joel 
Newsom, U.S.N., retired, has been sent to me from New 
Mexico. It contains important statements which I think 
should be widely considered. 

After putting the Soviet position quite accurately, 
Capt. Newsom says: “Ours is a nation dedicated to peace. 
We hold human welfare and human dignity in high 
regard. With these attributes, it is inconceivable that the 
United States would ever strike the first blow even though, 
with modern weapons, the first blow can well be the only 
one. Our Government instead adopted the policies of 
building our defenses so powerfully that fear of destructive 
retaliation would keep a would-be aggressor within 
bounds.” 

Capt. Newsom then adds that this policy might 
have worked if it had ever been really executed; 

but the desire for a balanced budget and tax 

reduction and the hope of disarmament kept us 

from ever fully carrying out such a policy. 

Then Capt. Newsom gives us three things which he 
thinks are essential to do today: 

PROVIDE the Chief Executive with a group of the 
most capable advisers that can be found in the United 
States. 
> REMOVE from those advisers the inhibiting effects 
of domestic policies. 
> REQUIRE the group to be responsible for the advice 
and recommendations it submits to the President. He 
would give these advisers either life tenure or staggered 
terms of 20 years, and substitute them for the present 
set-up of the State Department. I gather also that they 
would substitute for the Department of Defense. We might 
return to the old War and Navy set-up for carrying out 
technical and administrative functions. This body would 
be called the State Defense Council. 

THE IDEA is that this council would be in continuous 
session and that a majority of the members would always 
be in Washington. 

Capt. Newsom's article was published in the Jan. 7 
issue of New Mexican, and there is an urgency about 
some of the things in it which I think might well be 
transmitted to our Government and to our people gener- 
ally. Capt. Newsom states that the new awakening to the 
situation’ between ourselves and the Soviets may bring 
about a willingness on our part to attain parity with the 
Soviets in the manufacture and stockpiling of the ultimate 
weapons. But that is not enough, he suggests. We need 
to look imaginatively at the whole situation in the world; 
to realize that we are trying to preserve freedom for 
ourselves and the world, and to take some far-sighted 
action which would give the President advice on a long- 
term basis in the whole field of foreign relations. 
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Singing Out for Maestro Solti 
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GEORG SOLTI, Hungarian 
maestro, hailed by some as the 
successor to Toscanini, arrived 
promptly at 1:45 p.m. at the 
rehearsal hall of Grace Meth- 
odist Church. He was greeted 
by tremendous applause from 
about 175 singers, members of 
the Grace Methodist Church 
choirs, the Metropolitan Sitg-. 
ers and a high school ensemble. 

They were eager to rehearse 
with him in preparation for 
their appearance with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra 
Thursday and Friday. For 
weeks they had been rehears- 
ing with their leaders, Helen 
Graves and Robert McGill, for 
the performance of the “Ode to 
Joy” choral finale of Bee- 
thoven’s Ninth Symphony. Now 
they were ready to rehearse 
with the maestro himself. 


Solti took off his coat and 
scarf and hopped on the po- 
dium. He was wearing a soft 
charcoal gray shirt and darker 
gray trousers. He is of medium 
height, slightly balding with 
deep set eyes. 

He lifted his arms. gave the 
cue and launched into the mu- 
sic. Silently he mouthed the 
words with the singers, nodded 
his head in time with the beat, 
and whistled with the piano 
accompaniment at intervals be- 
tween the singing. 

The choir responded with a 
flow of beautiful sound. 

Solti’s face is very expres- 
sive. When he is pleased, a 
slight smile plays about his 
mouth. 


“That was very good in 
general, but, here, at this 
point, we must sound like 
Stromboli, like a hundred 
Strombolis. A big crescendo. 
Now, please be so kind, once 
again.” 

The result was overpower- 
ing. 


Aithough Solti gives direc- 
tions in several languages, he 
gestures so expressively that 
he has little difficulty in mak- 
ing his meaning clear. When 
he occasionally fails, he solves 
the problem by finding a vol- 
unteer interpreter. 

“T need in this passage a joy- 
ous ‘ekstase,’ you know what is 
‘ekstase.’ I don’t exactly know 
the word in English.” 

Someone suggested “ecstasy,” 
and Solti said: “Yes, that is 
exactly it, ecstasy. You hear 
the orchestra growing louder 
and louder, and you make a 
mighty sound. Be so kind.”

“That was 
a nice pianissimo,” said Solti. 
“Please beso kind, once again.” 
The “ecstasy” could have been 
heard a block away. 

“Fine,” said Solti. 

He does not remain glued to 
the podium. He may interrupt 
a passage to rush up to the 
tenor or bass section, and 
standing in front of them, 
make it clear what he wants, 
perhaps a correction in the 
tempo, or a certain shade of 
expression. 

At one point, he called for 
“a little more ‘schwindel’. Do 
you know what ‘schwindel’ 
means in English? Well, I don't 
either, but that’s what I want.” 

The group finally got the 
idea from his gestures, and 
gave out with more “schwin- 
del.” 

At other times, he would 
hurry to the piano to demon- 
strate the way a line should go. 


Solfi is almost a human 
metronome, but with more 
flexibility. He beats out the 
time with an “oom, pah, pah, ‘ 
boom, oom, pah, pah, boom.” 
Sometimes he’ accents the 
beat by clapping his hands 
or by stamping his feet, and 
on these occasions the effect 
is something like a czardas, 
danced by a whirling Magyar.

the words are spoken. “Please, 
please,” interrupted Solti. “Do 
you speak English? My English 
is not too good, but I do not 
understand the words. Perhaps 
in some places it does not mat- 
ter what you sing — you 
could sing Chinese—but here 
the words must be understood.

At times, Solti calls for an 
emotional display. “This must 
sound like an SOS — you 
know, despair.” Or he may ex- 
hort the tenor section, “Such 
young men.

but the moment the force of authority is lifted he lets 
go and the “learning” slips off as easily as his breath 
comes and goes. 


TEACHING IS AN ART and not too many of us 
acquire it. Not that people could not, but learning it does 
take time and study and application and teachers are so 
busy these days. In their hurry to live they try to make 
authority and force take the place of leadership. It won't 
work. 


There are many factors involved in a child's 
learning in school. Few children, even those who 
reach secondary school, can learn every subject in 
the course. Some, strangely enough, hate the men- 
tion of history, some shun mathematics, some 
cannot learn a foreign language. This creates a 
difficulty when parents insist that a child finish 
the course and be graduated and they are likely te 
fall back on “Make him.” 


There are times when it is essential to stand by and 
insist that a child do what is prescribed. It is right to 
insist that he try and try again, but if after repeated 
trials, after encouragement and leadership by both home 
and school, he does not accept the teaching, “making him” 
won't serve. 


SO MANY FACTORS enter into a child’s education 
that an easy solutifm is not possible when one of them 
balks. Heredity, mental endowments, family background, 
@eysical and mental health, personality of the teacher and 
cultural clashes between home and school—all have their 
weight. The best a teacher can do is to try all the 
different approaches to the child's interests, 

And parents must always remember that the school 
never makes a child over but works with the child it gets. 
Learning is a purely personal matter in the sole control 
ef the learner—the pupil.

A FEW DAYS Biganed Jack 
Soble received the envelope 
with $1100, he and I met again 
with Gen. Xorotkov. Soble 
came up with an idea for ar- 
ranging the of the 
money for the tel on com- 
pany by ‘selling my films to 
the Soviet Union through the 
Russian ambassador in Paris, 
Alexander E. Bogomolov. 


The notes I made include: 

Sept. 21, 1949: Soble is 
exuberant. He told me that 
I should telephone the U.S. 
S.R. Embassy in Paris on 
Sept. 22, hetween 10 and 11 
a.m., asking to speak to the 
ambassador or his personal 
secretary. When asked whom 
I represented, I should say, 
“Federal Films, Hollywood, 
Calif.” They would then 
call me back. 


Sept. 22, 1949: At 10 a.m., 
I telephoned the number 
Soble gave me. I said I 
wanted to speak with Am- 
bassador Bogomolov. A 
woman’s voice asked for my 
name. I replied as I had 
been told. Without a mo- 
ment’s delay, the woman 
said, “The ambassador is 
out, but a reception has been 
arranged for you here at the 
embassy.” 

At the embassy reception, 
the ambassador spoke, among 
other things, about pictures 
I had produced. He asked 
me what I was doing now in 
Paris. I told him I was fin- 
ishing a picture, “The Mir- 
acle,” with Sacha Guitry. It 
was about man’s search for 
religious miracles and hid- 
den treasures hundreds and 
thousands of years ago. He 
said hé would like very much 
to see it. 


A few days later, I screened 
“The Miracle” for the Soviet 
ambassador. In turn, he showed 
me a Soviet spy picture in 
which the cover for the es- 
pionage operations was a 
bristle factory. 


When the film ended, I spoke 
to the ambassador in French. 
“Are you going to distribute 
this picture here?” I asked. 

“Why, yes,” he replied. 

“Well,” Isa’ “a good friend 
of mine, whom i presume you 
know, has a bristle factory 
near Paris.” At this reference 
to Soble, the ambassador turned 
white and ordered his cultural 
attache to destroy all copies 
of the film. 


November 10, 1949: Still no 
word from Ambassador Bo- 
gomolov about the sale of 
my films in Russia. I told 
Soble that I wanted to call 
the whole deal off. He said, 
“Why don’t you take a trip 
to Moscow and show them a 
couple of your films there? 
The deal has to be approved 
there anyway, so your trip 
will look completely legiti- 
mate.” 


This new proposal was a real 
shock to me. I discussed it with 
the two United States agents 
assigned to me. They said, “We 
know this is very dangerous, 
and we don’t want to tell you 
to go—especially since we can't 
go along. You have to make 
up your own mind.” I asked 
them what it meant. They said 
that the sale of the films was 
just an excuse, that the real 


reason probably was that the ' 


top brass of the Soviet secret 
police wanted to look me over 
to make sure I was trustworthy. 


I decided to go, 


Nov. 19, 1949: Soble came 
to see me. He had discussed 
the entire project with “the 
big man,” his Soviet contact 
in Paris. The “big man” 
said it was O.K. for me to 
proceed to Moscow immedi- 
ately. 


Nov. 23, 1949: The Soviet 
ambassador and I worked out 
my credentials for the Mos- 
cow trip. I informed Mrs. 
Morros I must take a trip to 
Moscow in order to sell my 
films. She, of course, knows 
nothing of my espionage in- 
volvements. She didn’t want 
me to go without her. 


Nov. 26, 1949: Soble be- 
came very angry when he 
learned that Mrs. Morros 
wanted to go, but he did 
some checking with his con- 
tacts and finally said it was 
all right. 


Dec. 20, 1949: We left 
Paris by train today on the 
first leg of our trip to Mos- 
cow. Soble saw us off. He 
gave me instructions. He

said that I should never 
phone or telegraph him after 
I crossed the iron curtain. He 
said it was O.K. for me to 
phone my son, Dick, whom I 
had brought over to Paris to 
help me finish production on 
my picture. I am glad I have 
this means, at least, of let- 
ting him know I am still 
alive. 


Soble told me that I shoula 
not tell the GPU officials in 
Moscow that he had intro- 
duced me to any other mem- 
bers of the spy ring. Then, 
he gave me my “parole,” or 
recognition signal for any 
one who approaches me offi- 
cially as a contact. The con- 
tact will say, “Did you hear 
the latest Heifetz record?” 
My reply is to be, “I have. 
Let’s listen to it together.” 
Soble also told me to deliver 
the message that Jack Soble 
needs money. 


AT EVERY STOP behind 
the Iron Curtain, Mrs. Morros 
and I were met by Communist 
dignitaries, who eagerly han- 
died all our needs. Finally, 
on Jan. 15, we arrived in Mos- 
cow. It was after dark. I was 
met by two officials from the 
Departments of Cinematogra- 
phy and Television and by 
Evgeny Kovaliov, representing 
the Department of Art. By 
his imperious manner, I de- 
duced that Kovaliov was the 
liaison man from the secret 
police. 1 was right. 


Jan. 20, 1950: Kovaliov 
picked me up at the Metro- 
pole Hotel, then drove me 
to an apartment in a resi- 
dential neighborhood, where 
I was to meet Gen. Korot- 
kov—at his request. No one 
was there except a woman 
who seemed to be the cook- 
housekeeper. We sat wait- 
ing for about two hours. 


Korotkov finally entered 
the apartment at about 5 
p.m. He greeted me warmly, 
and we talked about our last 
meeting in Switzerland. The 
housekeeper set a table with 
vodka and caviar. We drank 
several toasts. Then, Korot- 
kov glared at me, but with 
a mischievous look in his 
eye. “Those were some re- 
ports you sent me on Dewey 
and Warren,” he said. “They 
could have been copied out 
of the New York Times.” My 
heart sank. But he added, 
“It's a good thing you sent 
along your report on the 
White House conference, be- 
fore the newspapers had it.” 
(This was the first I had 
heard of this report. Appar- 
ently, Soble had obtained the 
information from some other 
source but attributed it to 
me, in order to strengthen 
my anemic dossier. It helped 
me enormously.) 

Next, Korotkov lectured 
me about being too friendly 
with Soble. “You must meet

him conspiratorially, not so- 
cially,” he said, “and by no 
means should you get ac- 
quainted with his friends or 
relatives.” (Now I knew why 
Soble had cautioned me 
against mentioning that he 
had introduced me to other 
members of his spy ring.) 

The rest of the session was 
devoted to drinking vodka, 
with only a brief mention of 
the proposed television-com- 
pany “front.” 


That was the first of six 
meetings in that apartment. 
The meetings took place at in- 
tervals of one to five days. In 
between, I went to the theater, 
ballet and opera with Mrs. 
Morros. Wherever we went. a 
GPU man followed us. He even 
sat ouside our hotel-room 
door. 


ON Jan. 23 and Jan. 25, at 
the apartment meeting place, 
there was a man in Korotkov’'s 
place waiting to see me. This 
was Leonid Dimitrievitch Pet- 
rov, deputy to Korotkov in 
charge of United States opera- 
tions. He was a small, 
man with light blond hair and 
a big scar on his right cheek. 
He spoke English with a strong 
New York accent. I soon 
learned that he and Soble hated 
each other. 

Apparently, he had been ap- 
pointed to serve as my inquisi- 
tor and general adviser. 

He attacked Soble for being 
too easy-going with me and said 
he held him responsible for 
my poor report on Dewey and 
Warren. “Soble didn’t teach 
you well enough,” he declared. 

He questioned me at great 
length about my techniques in 
transferring funds without us- 
ing names—as I had done in 
sending the money to the agent 
in Buenos Aires. Then, I got 
a long lecture from him on 
Communist philosophy. “I can- 
not make a Marxist out of you 
on this short trip to Moscow,” 
he said, “hut at least I can 


teach you the Marxist principle | 
of self-criticism.” We discussed |

On Jan. 26. both Petrov and | 
Kortokov met me in the apart- | 
ment.

He told me 
to try to place an agent in the 
office of William Benton, then 
a’United States Senator from 
Connecticut.

He was convinced that Spell- 
man was close to the FBI and 
knew many United States se- 
crets. He gave me the name of 
a young man, a minor employe 
in the United States Embassy 
in Paris, and told me to de- 
velop him as a contact. (Later, 

he wanted me to cultivate 
atomic scientist Dr. Robert ~<a 
penheimer and T. Keith Glen- 

nan, an old friend from 
Paramount Pictures days, who 
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“Grow up politically.” said 
Kortokov, “and use self-initia- 
tive.”’ 


Then Kortokov told me that 
I still had to pass the final 
test. “At our next meeting,” he 
said, “you are going to meet 
Petr Vassilievitch Fedotov, the 
head of our department.” At 
the sound of the name, I could 
almost feel a shudder go 
through the room. Fedotov was 
second only to Beria himself. 
He was a member of the Polit- 


buro, and at the Potsdam and 
Yalta conferences, he person- 
ally was in charge of safe- 
guarding the life of Joseph 
Stalin. Before I left, Petrov 


gave me a lecture on behavior. 
“Don't interrupt Fedotov while 
he’s speaking,” he said, “and 
above ‘all, don’t ever use his 
last name,

Feb. 1,. 1950: Kovaliov 
called for me at 7 p.m. and 
took me to the ent. 
We were there for about a 
half hour before Korotkov 
and Petrov walked in with 
another secret-police gen- 
eral named Rodichenko— 
and with Fedotov. The 
feared head of the depart- 
ment is a scholarly-looking 
man of about 60. Behind 
his back, the others called 
him “The Professor.” Ine» 
mediately, he himself viv- 
lated all the rules. of 
behavior that had been 
stringently laid down for me. 
He walked right over to me 
and ‘introduced himself by 
his full name. While the 
others gaped, he _ chatted 
pleasantly with me all eve- 
ning. 


He explained that he and 
Soble had been good friends 
for over 30 years. He said 
he was glad that I had ac- 
cepted the principle of self- 
criticism. Then, we _ dis- 
cussed art, films, the philoso- 
phy of Communism ‘and 
capitalism, the hydrogen 
bomb, the gold reserves of 
the world and the talents of 
Charlie Chaplin. We ate and 
drank all night and talked 
until 5:30 a.m. 


Then, something happened 
which clearly amazed the 
others there. Fedotov told 
Korotkov to send his chauf- 
feur away. He personally 
was going to drive me to 
the hotel. (Korotkov told 
me later that this meant I 
was in, that Fedotov had 
never done a thing like that 
before.) Fedotov drove me 
to the Metropole Hotel, and 
the next thing I knew, he 
stepped out of the car and 
kissed me three times on 
each cheek. He said, “If 
there's anyone in the world 
who's annoying you, just let 
me know.” 


From that moment on, I 
was in the big time of Soviet 
espionage. I was finally 
accepted, I had now set out 
on the long trail of intrigue 
and terror leading to that 
night in Munich when I 
listened to the footsteps ap- 
proaching my door.
